Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  Port  of  Paver sham  for  the  year  1948. 


2.  Area  - There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  area  of  the  Port* 
in  the  facilities  provided  or  in  the  nature  of  the  cargoes  dealt 
with  which  consisted  mainly  of  petrol  and  coal  from  Home  Ports  and 
Fertilisers  and  timber  from  the  Continent. 

3.  Arrivals  - 

(a)  The  number  of  ships  arriving  at  the  Port  during  the  year 
was  as  follows: -

(b)  The  large  number  of  vessels  arriving  at  Milton  Creek 
are  accounted  for  by  the  considerable  volume  of  Barge  or  lighter 
traffic  bringing  in  coal,  clinker,  clay  and  ashes,  or  which  come 
up  for  repairs. 

(c)  Seven  vessels  came  into  Faversham  Creek  from  Continental 
ports;  none  put  into  Milton  Creek.  There  were  no  arrivals  of 
"foreign  going"  ships  within  the  meaning  of  the  Port  Health 
Regulations.  The  Milton  Creek  traffic  is  entirely  coastal. 


4.  Disease  - No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  among  the 
crew  or  passengers  of  any  of  the  ships  arriving  at  the  Port.  One 
case  of  appendicitis  was  removed  to  Hospital  for  treatment  from  a 

Dutch  vessel. 


5.  Inspections  - The  number  of  routine  inspections  carried  out 
during  the  year  was  11  in  Milton  Creek  and  8 in  Faversham  Creek. 

6.  Port  Sanitara^  Inspectors  - The  reports  of  the  two  Sanitary 
Inspectors  concerned  - Mr.  Leslie  (Western  Section)  and  Mr.  Hum 
(Eastern  Section)  have  been  incorporated  in  this  Report. 


7.  Recommendations  - No  special  recommendation  regarding  the 
arrangements  at  the  Port  is  called  for.
